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WILLIAM  BEAVER  CHAMBERLIN 
(1865  -  1942) 


William  Beaver  Chamberlin  was  a  scion  of  two  old  American  Families,  the 
Chamberlins  and  the  Beavers.  He  was  born  in  Danville,  Pennsylvania  on  August 
2nd,  1865,  grew  up  and  lived  there  and  in  other  nearby  towns,  and  was  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Kingston  Coal  Company  until  the  time  of  his  death  on  Sept.  9th, 
1942,  in  Torresdale,  Pa. 

The  Chamberlin  Family  is  descended  from  one  of  five  men  of  that  name  who 
arrived  here  from  England  sometime  before  1645.  William  Beaver  Chamberlin 
was  a  direct  descendent  of  Col.  William  Chamberlin,  born  Sept.  25th,  1736, 
who  married  four  times  and  sired  23  children.  The  last,  Moses  Chamberlin,  was 
born  in  1812,  and  was  the  father  of  the  William  Chamberlin  whose  coins  and 
autographs  we  are  placing  before  you  today. 

William  Beaver  Chamberlin  was  an  inveterate  collector,  assembling  among 
other  collections,  the  Cents  offered  today.  The  Large  Cents,  each  of  which  was 
housed  in  one  of  those  old  1"  square  boxes  so  popular  many  years  ago,  were 
largely  bought  from  J.  Colvin  Randall,  the  Philadelphia  dealer  active  about  the 
turn  of  the  century.  When  Randall  died,  William  gave  up  collecting,  confining 
himself  to  the  acquisition  of  proof  cents  from  the  Philadelphia  mint  each  year. 
According  to  his  records,  these  cost  him  3c  each  from  the  mint. 

The  autographs  are  mainly  addressed  to  members  of  the  Chamberlin  family, 
most  of  whom  were  quite  active  politically  and  socially.  The  later  Presidential 
autographs  were  all  collected  personally  by  Mr.  Chamberlin  by  personal  request 
to  the  Presidents.

with  three  little  ‘dimples’  about  the  sprig,  another  light  one  at  bust  point  and  three 
test  cuts  on  reverse  edge  plus  a  dimple  at  12  o’clock.  Withal,  a  very  attractive  coin.

2.  1793  Sheldon- 13,  about  Rarity-4.  Faultless  Very  Fine  with  typical  soft  appearance 

apparent  in  weakness  of  hair.  Lovely  smooth  planchet,  with  a  couple  of  ex¬ 
ceedingly  light  and  old  scratches.  SEE  COLOR  PLATE 
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1794  Sheldon-69,  R-3.  A  beautiful,  faultless  piece  with  vestiges  of  mint  lustre 
about,  perfect  fields  and  edges,  easily  the  most  beautiful  cent  in  the  collection. 
Evinces  absolutely  no  wear,  a  few  tiny  marks  mentioned  solely  for  accuracy, 
invisible  without  a  glass  and  in  no  way  detracting.  Should  rank  about  the  fourth 
finest  known,  clearly  at  least  a  60,  probably  better,  and  so  natural!  SEE  COLOR

4.  1795  Sheldon-74.  Lettered  Edge,  R-4.  Late  state,  lightly  cracked  through  reverse  legend,

5.  1795  S-76b,  Plain  Edge.  Common  but  beautiful,  lovely  color  which  may  be  the  retoning 

after  a  very  old  cleaning.  Virtually  no  wear,  quite  eye-catching,  we  call  it  strong  Extra 
Fine. 


6.  1796  S-91,  R-3.  Late  stage  with  nose  rather  rough,  misses  Condition  Census  but 

not  by  much.  Looks  Extra  Fine,  close  examination  shows  it  to  be  just  a  tiny 
shade  below  this  grade.  Couple  of  tiny  dimples  hidden  in  hair,  no  other  detract¬ 
ing  marks.

7.  1796  S-97,  R-3.  Strong  Fine  with  quite  a  porous  planchet,  tiny  ding  below  ‘17’,  old  neck 

scratch,  yet,  somehow,  not  all  that  bad.

8.  1797  Sheldon- 141,  R-5  and  well  into  Condition  Census.  Sharp  chocolate  Extra 

Fine  with,  however,  a  few  faults  but  of  gorgeous  appearance.  Light  obverse 
scratch  from  chin  almost  to  edge,  and  a  few  other  light  marks  such  as  should 
be  expected  for  the  grade.  Reverse  shows  scratch  from  F’  to  ‘M’,  not  serious, 
mint-made  dimple  at  right  of  ‘M’,  very  minor,  and  ‘F’  conspicuously  double  cut.

FLYING  EAGLE  CENTS 


The  following  sets  of  Flying  Eagle,  Indian  and  Lincoln  Cents  lay  for  decades  in  a 
wooden  display  box,  each  cut-out  circle  of  which  was  backed  with  cotton.  Additional¬ 
ly,  the  box  was  warped  and  not  air  tight,  as  a  consequence  of  which  most  of  the 
coins  have  darkened,  and  some  have  picked  up  spots.  All  were  displayed  date  side 
up,  causing  the  reverses  to  be  a  bit  duller  than  the  obverses.  Pertinent  faults  will,  of 
course,  be  listed. 


84.  1856  Key  to  the  series,  estimated  only  1000  minted.  Actually  a  pattern,  existing 

only  in  Proof.  Some  found  their  way  into  circulation,  apparently  in  an  attempt 
to  popularize  the  new  size  and  design.  The  current  offering  exhibits  no  actual 
wear,  but  shows  a  tiny,  thread-like  rough  area  from  first  'S’  to  wing.  There  is  a 
very  slight  roughness  in  a  couple  of  places  on  the  reverse  at  the  bottom, 
mentioned  more  for  accuracy  than  as  a  detracting  factor.  Surface  is  mirror-like 
but  somewhat  duskily  toned.  SEE  COLOR  PLATE 
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1857  From  proof  dies,  but  does  not  appear  to  be  a  Proof.  Some  weakness  of  strike, 
small  cut  in  tail,  but  at  least  BCI-60.  Fits  all  diagnostics  but  has  some  granularity, 
slight  bevelling.

1858  Large  Letters  PROOF.  A  little  dark,  showing  the  effects  of  its  years  in  wooden 
display  box.  Small  carbon  spot  (arrested)  on  wing-tip,  lacks  freshness  but  still  quite 
rare. 


87.  1858  Small  Letters  Toned  as  above,  very  slight  striking  flatness  on  some  breast  feathers,

LINCOLN  CENTS 


The  following  Lincoln  Cents,  1909  -  1916,  are  all  Matte  Proofs,  purchased  at  the 
Philadelphia  mint  by  Mr.  Chamberlin  the  year  of  their  issue.  Such  pieces  were  avail¬ 
able  at  face  value  for  collectors  at  that  time,  and,  because  of  their  rough  surfaces 
were  very  unpopular,  leading  to  most  being  destroyed  by  the  Government. 


140.  1909  Matte  Proof  Some  deep  gold  shows  through  the  tan  surface,  with  light  spot  rear  of 

hair.  Quite  rare. 

141.  1910  Matte  Proof  Just  about  as  above,  perhaps  a  little  redder,  with  a  few  light  spots, 

obverse,  and  one  on  reverse,  nothing  serious. 

142.  1911  Matte  Proof  Obverse  a  bit  nicer  but  reverse  shows  considerable  freckling,  all  very 

light  but  there.  Obverse  shows  nice  deep  rosy  glow. 

143.  1912  Matte  Proof  Lighter  and  more  attractive  than  the  previous  three,  what  spots  show 

are  infinitessimal. 

144.  1913  Matte  Proof  Quite  similar  to  the  above,  one  small  spot  below  T,  otherwise  just  as 

nice  as  the  others. 
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145.  1914  Matte  Proof  Nicest  piece  so  far,  lovely  subdued  rosy  toning  below  the  tan,  virtually 

faultless. 

146.  1915  Matte  Proof  Two  spots  behind  head,  dark  area  at  ‘NI’  of  ‘UNITED’,  otherwise  in 

appearance  as  the  others. 


147.  1916  Matte  Proof  Two  or  three  very  tiny  obverse  spots,  nice  rosy  hue,  pretty  coin,  last 

year,  and  rare. 

148.  1922D  From  the  same  set.  Uncirculated,  bluish  with  some  gold  showing  through.  Not 

Choice,  but  then  again,  never  is. 

149.  1917  -  1941  Remainder  of  Set,  Philadelphia  mint  only,  including  20  x  1940,  42  coins 

deeply  toned  as  with  all  the  others.  The  1917  is  interesting,  appearing  quite  similar  to 
the  above  Matte  Proofs.  However,  since  only  very  few  were  made  in  1917  and  those 
for  ‘friends’,  proving  this  a  Matte  Proof  is  extremely  difficult.  We  suggest  very  close 
inspection.  42  coins  total.

150.  1913  Type  I  Somewhat  speckled  Matte  Proof.  Wide  rims,  sharp  strike  and  quite  rare, 

slightly  rainbow  toned  and,  even  with  the  dark  dots,  a  desirable  coin.

THE  CHAMBERLIN  AUTOGRAPHS 


167.  In  a  discourse  on  collecting  in  general,  William  Beaver  Chamberlin  wrote  ‘In  1876, 
a  friend  of  Father’s  who  was  in  Congress  gave  him  a  collection  of  the  auto¬ 
graphs  of  the  Presidents  of  the  Gnited  States.  After  Father’s  death,  I  continued 
to  keep  this  up  to  date,  getting  Gncle  John  DeWitt  to  write  a  draft  of  a  letter  to 
the  President.’  This  book  is  offered  now.  It  consists  of  all  the  Presidents  signa¬ 
tures  on  cards  or  slips  of  paper,  from  George  Washington  to  Franklin  and 
Eleanor  Roosevelt  together,  on  a  White  House  card.  The  album  itself  is  leather- 
bound,  9Vz  in.  x  1V2  in.,  in  excellent  condition  and  contains  20  dated  slips, 
glued  down  from  Washington  to  Garfield,  all  after  being  on  White  House  cards 
except  Hoover,  on  a  plain  card.  These  are  mostly  undated.  William  Henry 
Harrison  is  on  a  check  and  Buchanan  is  represented  by  a  cut  signature  and  a 
full  letter  written  by  W.  Thomas  Chamberlin,  his  Secretary.  There  is  also  a 
typed  two  page  letter  signed  by  Theodore  Roosevelt. 

Additionally,  the  following  items  are  in  the  album:  Letter  from  William  Cullen 
Bryant  to  Rev.  John  DeWitt  thanking  him  for  a  literary  extract.  Entirely  in 
Bryant’s  hand,  in  purple  ink,  dated  Roslyn,  L.I.,  N.Y.  July  10th,  1873.  Small  note 
signed  ‘Henry  W.  Longfellow'  dated  Cambridge,  March  30th,  1856.  Letter  from 
John  Greenleaf  Whittier  to  Mrs.  Julia  DeWitt,  1875,  a  bit  faded  but  entirely 
legible,  outlining  his  itinerary,  and  entirely  in  his  hand.  Letter  signed  by  Jeffer¬ 
son  Davis,  entirely  in  his  hand,  dated  at  Memphis,  August  10th,  1875,  to  Mr. 
Holloway,  declining  a  speaking  invitation.  Nice  dark  signature  and  text.  Signa¬ 
tures  of  E.  F.  Ellet,  Ann  Gilfeather  and  Park  Benjamin.  These  items  are  all 
glued  into  the  album.

169.  Thomas  Kinnicut  Beecher  1824  -1900  Gndated  letter  entirely  in  his  hand  accepting  a 

speaking  engagement.  He  was  brother  of  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe  and  a  well-known 
Congregational  Clergyman. 
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170.  Boies  Penrose  1860  -  1921  Long-time  Pennsylvania  Senator  (1897-1921),  bitter  oppo 

nent  of  Prohibition,  Woman’s  Suffrage  and  most  progressive  measures.  Signed  type 
note  as  Chairman  of  the  Republican  State  Committee.  Plus  note  signed  by  Jo  n 
Scott,  undated,  identified  only  as  ‘Senator  from  Pennsylvania  . 

171.  Richard  Mansfield  1854  -  1907  Folio  containing  two  poems  by  this  world  famous  actor 

‘Charge  of  Dargai  Gap’  and  ‘The  Eagle's  Song’.  Boldly  signed  on  the  cover,  fine 
condition. 

172.  Thomas  A.  Edison  1847  -  1931  Typed  letter  boldly  signed  by  the  Inventor  and  his  wife, 

from  West  Orange,  N.J.  dated  March  13,  1929,  thanking  a  Mrs.  Rea  for  flowers. 
Perfect  condition. 

173.  Charles  C.  Torrey  1863  -  1956  Semitic  scholar,  Author,  Yale  Professor  of  Semitic  Lan¬ 

guages,  on  their  letterhead  and  entirely  in  his  hand,  translating  a  small  Arabic  docu¬ 
ment,  which  is  included. 

174.  Theodore  Thomas  (Christian  Friedrich  Theodore)  1835  -  1905  Conductor  of  N.Y.  and 

Chicago  Philharmonic  Orchestras.  Bar  of  music,  signed  in  full  and  dated  Philad. 
March/96. 

175.  Frances  F.  Cleveland  Preston  Wife  of  the  President.  Mote  to  Mrs.  DeWitt,  Mov.  18,  1900, 

signed  in  full,  two  more  in  free-frank  envelopes  with  thank  you  notes  entirely  in  her 
hand  and  addressed  to  Mrs.  Wm.  Chamberlin  whose  house  guest  she  was  in  1925 
and  1926;  finally,  another  free-frank  envelope  containing  a  small  Christmas  Card, 
1936,  signed  as  Mrs.  Thomas  J.  Preston  Jr.  (her  second  husband).  Four  items. 

176.  Simon  Cameron  1799  -  1889  Lincoln’s  Secretary  of  War  (1861-62).  First,  a  letter  written 

by  Thomas  Beaver  and  signed  by  Cameron  complaining  about  attacks  on  his  reputa¬ 
tion  when  he  was  under  fire  for  awarding  certain  war  contracts,  May  1st,  1862, 
interesting  content.  Also  by  Beaver  and  signed  by  Cameron,  dated  Jan.  21,  1877, 
when  he  was  Senator.  Third,  a  Western  Union  Telegraph  to  Beaver,  1876,  signed 
‘Simon  Cameron’  but  probably  not  his  signature.  Plus  Western  Union  Telegraph  to 
Beaver  regarding  vote  counting,  dated  Mov.  11,  1876  and  signed  ‘U.S.  Grant’  but 
probably  not  his  signature.  Four  items,  all  in  excellent  condition. 

177.  Robert  E.  Lee  1807  -  1870  The  famous  Confederate  General.  Meat  signature  on  3  in.  x 

2  in.  card,  undated,  good  condition. 

178.  James  Madison  1751  -  1836  4th  President  of  United  States.  Slip  dated  May  27th,  1809, 

from  a  document,  mended  at  fold  affecting  nothing.  Mice  signature. 

179.  James  Buchanan  1791  -  1868  15th  President  of  the  United  States.  Bold  signature  cut 

from  an  envelope,  word  ‘Free’  above  name. 

180.  Ellen  Terry  1847  -  1928  Sir  Henry  Irving’s  leading  lady,  confidante  of  G.  B.  Shaw. 

possibly  the  world’s  most  famous  Shakespearean  actress.  Bold  signature  on  card, 
Easter,  1896,  U.S.A.  Crisp. 

181.  Five  cut  signatures  ‘William  H.  Seward’,  Lincoln's  Sec’y  of  State,  Francis  E.  Spinner, 

Treasurer  of  U.S.  under  Lincoln  (two  signatures),  Mark  Hopkins,  Educator,  Hall  of 
Fame,  moralist,  and  Benjamin  F.  Butler,  Union  General  captured  Mew  Orleans. 

182.  Charles  Francis  Adams  1835  -  1915  Grandson  of  John  Quincy  Adams,  lawyer,  railroad 

expert,  author,  signed  letter  entirely  in  his  hand;  Fitz-Greene  Halleck  1790  -  1867 
American  poet,  all  in  his  hand  and  signed,  Feb.  1859,  Mew  York  City;  typed  letter 
signed  by  Senator  George  Wharton  Pepper,  May  26,  1926;  note  in  his  hand  and 
signed  by  George  W.  Bethune,  Dec.  14,  1860;  part  of  letter  with  bold  signature  of 
Joseph  Parker,  British  clergyman,  author  of  ‘Ecce  Deus’  and  others.  Plus  13  other 
signatures  of  now-obscure  persons  and  other  items,  including  $5.00  Northwestern 
Bank  1861  (raggy),  $3.00  Bulls  Head  Bank,  Extra  Fine,  1863  and  finally  1880  pass¬ 
port  rubber-stamp  signed  by  Wm.  M.  Evardts,  who  defended  Andrew  Johnson  in  thP 
impeachment  trial.

The  following  notes,  all  Iturbide  1  pesos,  were  printed  on  the  the  blank  reverses 
of  Papal  Bulls,  an  indulgence  on  payment  of  2  reales,  for  eating  meat  on  Easter.  The 
paper  is  the  usual  thick  type,  of  low  quality,  and  the  notes  are  Uncirculated  with  some 
very  minor  signs  of  their  age. 

Peso,  May  5th,  1823,  cut  cancelled  about  3  in.  thru  left  signature.  Fresh  and  bright. 

Another,  identical  to  above. 

A  third,  a  little  grayer,  identical.

218A.  FOREIGN  SILVER  LOT  Over  300  ounces  of  foreign  silver  coins,  no  junk,  all 
collectors  pieces.  Probably  about  half  are  19th  Century,  most  in  collectable 
condition,  Very  Fine  -  Uncirculated.  No  crowns,  all  minors,  most  .900  fine 
although  some  few  will  be  less.  Well  over  1,200  pieces,  really  should  be  in¬ 
spected.

219.  Fugio  Cent  1787  Kessler-1  IB  (Bank  of  N.Y.  hoard).  Smooth  chocolate  brown  with 

typical  somewhat  flawed  planchet.  Much  nicer  than  usually  seen.  Uncirculated. 

220.  Fugio  Cent  The  New  Haven  restrike,  by  Betts  (or  perhaps  Rust)  about  1858  or  later. 

Beautiful  duskily  toned  Uncirculated,  nice  example. 

221.  Bar  Cent  The  Bolen  restrike  made  about  1862,  Extra  Fine,  plus  two  ivory-nut  carvings 

by  Bolen  from  his  ‘Expressions  of  Horror’  series.  2  in.  tall,  inscribed  ‘Old  Hard  Shell’ 
Bolen  fee. (it)  and  the  other  3  in.  tall,  monogramed  JAB,  1906,  on  bottom.  Wonderful 
adjunct  to  any  early  American  collection. 


222.  Franklin  Press  Token  1794  Nice  brown  AU,  just  slightly  off-center. 

223.  Hibernia  V£d,  1723  Nice  strong  Extra  Fine. 

224.  Kentucky  Cent  Lancaster  edge,  struck  in  England  about  1792  -  94  Nice  dark  brown  AU. 


225.  Pitt  Token  Half-penny,  1766  An  interesting  and  scarce  Colonial  coin  minted  to  honor 
William  Pitt  for  his  efforts  to  have  the  Stamp  Act  repealed.  Strong  Very  Fine,  slightly 
off-center. 
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226.  Talbot,  Allum  and  Lee  Cent  1795  Another  interesting  piece  which  often  served  as 
undercoin  for  half-cents  of  the  period.  This  is  a  glossy  brown  beauty,  fully  proof-like, 
strong  Uncirculated,  and  one  of  the  nicest  we  have  ever  seen.

227.  1783  Draped  Bust  Silver  restrike  with  engrailed  edge.  Beautifully  rainbow  and  blue

228.  The  same  coin  in  copper  (Washington  and  Independence-1783)  Lovely  proof-like,  struck 

about  1860,  this  is  the  companion  piece  to  the  above,  with  plain  edge. 

229.  Undated  double-headed  cent,  struck  about  1820.  Extra  Fine.

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528.  $1.00  1915S  Panama-Pacific.  Another  example  sans  toning,  but  still  better  than  most 

we  see.  Approaches  MS-64. 


529.  $2.50  1915S  Panama-Pacific.  One  of  the  more  difficult  pieces  to  find  in  BU  condition, 

and  missing  from  many  sets,  this  coin  exhibits  satiny  surfaces  and  is  fairly  well  struck 
for  the  type.  Very  faint  hairlines  appear  under  close  scrutiny,  but  are  almost  invisible 
under  normal  inspection.  Better  than  most  and  in  nearly  Choice  BCI  condition. 


530.  $2.50  1915S  Panama-Pacific.  Another  mint  state  example  of  this  scarce  issue. 

Fully  lustrous  with  beautiful  surfaces.  Similar  in  strike  to  the  previous  coin  and 
easily  making  Choice  grade.  Ex-Stacks  10/82.  SEE  COLOR  PLATE 


531.  $2.50  1916  Sesquicentennial.  Almost  Gncirculated. 

532.  $2.50  1926  Sesquicentennial.  Another,  MS-60,  typical  scuffmarks.

1798  Bolender-31A.  Rarity-7,  years  final  listed  variety,  this  example  has  a  few  minor 
defects  including  a  noticeable  edge  nick  above  obverse  ‘ER’.  Otherwise  in  Very  Fine 
condition,  quite  rare. 


538.  1798  Bolender-29  (R-3).  Actually  almost  Uncirculated,  shows  effects  of  an  early  clean¬ 

ing,  still  quite  pleasing  with  a  little  tone. 

539.  1799  Bolender-21  (R-4).  Approaching  Very  Fine  but  unfortunately  a  few  deep  scratches 

mar  the  obverse,  notably  one  from  seventh  star  to  the  hair. 

540.  1799  Bolender-8A,  Rarity-3.  A  nice  Extra  Fine  coin  with  traces  of  mint  lustre  remaining, 

particularly  on  the  reverse.  A  small  vertical  !4  in.  scratch  in  front  of  the  face  is  the 
only  noticeable  defect. 


541.  1841  PROOF  SEATED  LIBERTY  DOLLAR  An  extremely  rare  and  important  coin, 

of  which  (according  to  Breen),  only  8  to  10  are  known  to  exist.  There  have 
been  few  of  this  rarity  in  the  past  twenty  years.  This  particular  coin  was  previ¬ 
ously  sold  at  the  Tenth  Anniversary  Kreisberg-Schulman  Sale,  April  1967  (Lot 
#1237).  Having  lovely  toning  over  mirrored  surfaces,  some  surface  defects  are 
evident,  notably  a  one  millimeter  horizontal  scratch  directly  over  the  head  of 
Liberty.  There  are  some  incuse  diagonal  lines  on  the  lower  left  third  of  the 
obverse,  reminiscent  of  adjustment  marks,  probably  from  die-polishing.  The 
eagle  is  weakly  struck  on  it’s  upper  half  and  a  few  reverse  abrasions  surround 
it,  but  overall  this  example  grades  better  than  PROOF-60,  and  is  a  rare  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  own  one  of  our  first  Proof  Seated  Liberty  Dollars.  SEE  COLOR

Unfortu¬ 
nately  showing  signs  of  Circulation,  but  proof-like  surfaces  still  remain.  Small 
edge  nick  at  1  o’clock  obverse,  and  horizontal  slide  marks  on  high  points, 
mostly  due  to  bulging  surface.  Still  quite  desirable  in  silver.  Judd  catalogues  at 
$1,200.00.
